REMARKS 

The Examiner has required restriction/election to one of the following species: 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to a method of manufacturing an electronic 
charge transferring device, classified in class 29, subclass 592.1. 

II. Claims 9-20, drawn to a method and apparatus for transferring an 
electric charge, classified in class 361, subclass 225. 
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Applicants herein select Claims 1-8, drawn to a method of manufacturing an 
electronic charge transferring device. Applicants herein responsively restrict examination 
to the invention of claims 1-8 for prosecution on the merits, without traverse. Applicants 
have herein also canceled claims 9-20 without prejudice or disclaimer.
